ABBREVIATIONS - See page 4. 

TENSION - 22 sts and 29 rows to 10 cm over 
stocking St, using 4.00mm Needles. 

FIRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use 
smaller needles, if more sts use bigger needles. 

LACE CARDIGAN 
BACK 

Using 3.25mm Needles and Zest 8ply, cast on 79 
(85-93-101) sts. 

Work 7 rows stocking st. 

8th row (foldline) - Knit. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles. 

Work 6 rows stocking st, beg with a knit row. 

Beg patt - Work 3 rows stocking st, 

4th row (wrong side) -* P2tog, ym, rep from * to 
last st, PI. 

Work 5 rows stocking st. 

Last 6 rows form patt. **** 

Cont in patt until work measures 19 (22-24-27) cm 



from foldline, working last row on wrong side. 
Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to mark 
beg of armholes as there is no armhole shaping. 
Work in stocking st for rem until work measures 34 
(38-42-46) cm from foldline, ending with a purl row. 
Shape shoulders - Cast off 7 (7-8-9) sts at beg of 
next 6 rows, then 6 (8-9-9) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 
Leave rem 25 (27-27-29) sts on stitch-holder. 

LEFT FRONT 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 39 (41-45-49) sts. 
Work 7 rows stocking st. 

8tti row (foldline) - Knit. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles. 

Work 6 rows stocking st, beg with a knit row. 

Beg patt - Work 3 rows stocking st. 

4th row (wrong side) - PI, * ym, P2tog, rep from 
* to end. 

Work 5 rows stocking st. 

Last 6 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures same as Back to 
coloured threads, ending with same patt row. 

Tie a coloured thread at end of last row to mark beg 
of armhole. 

Work in stocking st for rem, until there are 1 7 (19- 
19-21) rows less than Back to beg of shoulder shap- 
ing, thus ending with a knit row. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 6 sts, purl to end 
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... 33 (35-39-43) sts. 

*** Dec at neck edge in next and alt rows until 27 
(29-33-36) sts rem. 

Work 5 (7-7-7) rows. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 7 (7-8-9) sts at beg of 
next and alt rows 3 times in all. 

Work 1 row. Cast off rem 6 (8-9-9) sts. *** 

RIGHT FRONT 

Work as for Left Front to 

4th row (wrong side) - * P2tog, ym, rep from * to 
last St, PL ‘ 

Work 5 rows stocking st. 

Last 6 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures same as Back to 
coloured threads, ending with same patt row. 

Tie a coloured thread at beg of last row to mark beg 
of armhole. 

Work in stocking st for rem, until there are 18 (20- 
20-22) rows less than Back to beg of shoulder 
shaping, thus ending with a wrong side row. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 6 sts, knit to end 
... 33 (35-39-43) sts. 

. Work 1 row. 

Work as for Left Front from *** to ***, working 1 
row more before shoulder shaping. 

SLEEVES 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 39 (39-41-43) sts. 
Work as for Back to ****, inc at each end of 7th 
row ... 41 (41-43-45) sts. 

Working extra sts into patt, work a further 18 rows 
patt, inc at each end 2nd and foil 4th rows 5 times in 
all ... 51 (51-53-55) sts. 

Work in stocking st (beg with a purl row) for rem, 
inc at each end of foil 4th rows until there are 67 
(67 -73-81) sts, then in foil 6th row/s until there are 
69 (73-81-87) sts. 

Cont without shaping until work measures 28 (33- 
38-40) cm (or length desired) from foldline, 
ending with a purl row. Cast off loosely. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With right 
side facing and using 4.00mm Needles, knit up 7 1 
(75-75-79) sts evenly around neck, incl sts from 
stitch-holder. 

Work 6 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 
Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

7th row (foldline) - Knit. 



Work 8 rows stocking st, beg with knit row. 

Cast off'loosely. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

With right side facing and using 4.00mm Needles, knit 
up 69 (75-81-89) sts evenly along right front edge 
between foldline rows on neckband and lower edge. 
Work 3 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

4th row - K4, cast off 2 sts, * K18 (20-16-18), cast 
off 2 sts, rep from * to last 3 sts, K3. 

5th row - P3, turn, cast on 2 sts, turn, P18 (20- 
16-18), turn, cast on 2 sts, turn, rep from * to last 4 
sts, P4 ... 4 (4-5-5) buttonholes. 

6th row - Knit. 

Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

7th row (foldline) - Knit. 

Work 2 rows stocking st, beg with a knit row. 

Rep 4th and 5th rows once. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

Cast off loosely. 

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Work as for Right Front Band, omitting buttonholes. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS Zest 8 Ply. Using back-stitch, sew 
in sleeves evenly between coloured threads, placing 
centre of sleeves to shoulder seams. Join side and 
sleeve seams. Fold all hems at foldline onto wrong 
side and slip stitch loosely in position. Sew on but- 
tons. 

LACE BORDER CARDIGAN 
BACK 

Using 3.25mm Needles and C in 100% Pure Cotton 
8ply, cast on 79 (85-93-101) sts. 

Work 4 rows purl fabric, then 4 rows garter st, tying 
a marker at each end of 5th row to mark foldline 
row. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles and beg lace border. 
Work 2 rows stocking st. 

Using M for rem, work 2 rows stocking st. 

3rd row - K1 , * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 

4th row - Purl. 

Rep last 4 rows once. *** 

Work in stocking st for rehri until work measures 19 
(22 -24-27) cm from foldline row, ending with a purl 
row. ** 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to mark 
beg of armholes as there is no armhole shaping. 
Complete as for Back of Lace Cardigan. 
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LEFT FRONT 

Using 3.25mm Needles and C, cast on 39 (41-45 
-49) sts. 

Work as for Back of Lace Border Cardigan to 

Tie a Coloured thread at end of last row to mark beg 
of armhole. 

Complete as for Left Front of Lace Cardigan. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Using 3.25mm Needles and C, cast on 39 (41-45-49) 
sts. 

Work as for Back of Lace Border Cardigan to 
Tie a coloured thread at beg of last row to mark beg 
of armhole. 

Complete as for Right Front of Lace Card^an. 

SLEEVES 

Using 3.25mm Needles and C, cast on 39 (39-41-43) 
sts. .

KNITTING ABBREVIATIONS 

K - knit; P - purl; si - slip; psso - pass slipped stitch(es) over; tbi - through badt of loop(s); y bk - yarn back - take 
yarn under needle from purling position into knitting position; y ft => yam front - bring yarn under nec^ from knitting 
position into purling portion; y Iwd - yarn forward - bring yarn under needle, then over into knitting position again, 
thus making a stitch; yon •• yarn over needle - take yarn over top of needle into knitting position, thus making a stitch; 
ym - yjtfn round needle - take yarn right round needle into purling position, thus making a stitch; “Ml ” - Make 1 - 
pick up loop which ties before next stitch, place on left-hand needle and knit for purl) into back of loop; garter st *> every 
row knit; stocking st » 1 row knit, 1 row pud; 
reverse stocking st = 1 row purl, 1 row knit (purl side is right side). 

When instructions read - “Cast off 2 sts, K2” (or similar stitches), the stitch left on the right-hand needle, after casting 
off, is countai as one stitch.

The first row is always the right side of the work unless otherwise stated. 



BACK-STITCH SEAM 

This is the method most commonly used for joining knitted 
garments. Hold the pieces together with right sides inside. The seam 
should be sewn one full stitch in from the end of each row so that all 
seams will be even. One stitch should be worked over every row. 
Darn in all ends of yarn after sewing seams. 




Work as for Back of Lace Border Cardigan to *** 
Using M for rem and working in stocking st, inc at 
each of next and foil 4th rows until there are 67 (67- 
73-81) sts, then in foil 6th row/s until there are 69 
(73-81-87) sts. 

Cont without shaping until work measures 28 (33- 
38-40) cm (or length desired) from foldline row, 
ending with a purl row. 

Cast offloosely. 

NECKBAND, RIGHT AND LEFT FRONT 
BANDS 

Using M only, work as for Lace Cardigan. 
MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Complete as for Lace Cardigan. ^
